Since April fifteenth, young pianists by the thousands 
have been pouring into the various audition centers estab- 
lished throughout the country by the National Guild of Piano 


Teachers. 
Elementary to Preparatory, 


They are trying for Certificates ranging from 


for Diplomas ranging from 


High School to Young Artist, and for a multiplicity of 


prizes. 


In this democratic world of musical aspiration, the 


youngster in blue jeans and glow socks who can play two 
simple pieces may rub shoulders with the poised concert 
pianist whose repertoire includes two full programs and sev- 


eral concerti. 


Largest organization of its kind, the National Guild of 
Piano Teachers was founded by Dr. Irl Allison of Texas with 
the double purpose of stimulating interest in music and rais- 
ing the standards of piano-playing. The organization has 
grown steadily and rapidly, and there is now scarcely a city 


of importance which does not boast an audition center. 


In 


California the movement got a late start, but is now growing 


by leaps and bounds. In San Fran- 
cisco, registration for the 1951 au- 
ditions is more than double that 
of 1950, while in the Los Angeles 
area it has tripled. 

Basic idea of the Guild is to 
have each entrant for himself, in 
conference with his teacher, a 
reasonable goal. It may be two 
pieces or twenty; the pieces may 
be of first grade level or the equiv- 
alent of Beethoven’s “Hammer- 
klavier” Sonata. He plays them 
for a judge appointed by National 
Guild headquarters, and usually 
sent from a distant city, and if he 
plays them sufficiently well he re- 
ceives a Certificate signed by the 
judge. Auditions are conducted 
with the utmost impartiality and 


the judge does not know whose pu- 
pils he is judging. 

While the great majority of en- 
trants are young students, the 
number of entrants of profesional 
caliber has increased amazingly. 
This may be due in part to the fact 
that the National Guild has fol- 
lowed the policy of appointing for 
the judging of Diploma Candidates 
judges of such musical distinction 
that their signed opinions are of 
value from a publicity standpoint. 

Prizes offered by the National 
Guild are too numerous to list. 
They range from small cash 
awards to a debut in New York 
City, which definitely is in the high 
money bracket in these days.

Reward: Allison Gold Medal 


LUCILLE MARTIN, of San- 
Francisco, pupil of Tekla Staffel, 
San Antonio; MARIE POLISI, 
New York, pupil of May Etts, New 
York, and GINA VALENTE, pupil 
of her late father, Ciro Valente, 
of New York, will be awarded this 
spring the Irl Allison International 
Gold Medal in recognition of their 
winning National Honors each year 
for fifteen years in the National 
Piano Playing Auditions, it was 
announced yesterday at Piano 
Guild Headquarters, Austin, Tex- 
as. To make National honors in 
the Guild Auditions these young 
pianists were required to present 
creditably with a grade of 90 or 
above a complete well-balanced 
program of 15 numbers chosen 
from classic, romantic, and modern 
literature for the piano. 


Rewards Through the Years 


Each of the 15 years the above 
three have received from the 
Guild and the National Fraternity 
of Student Musicians the annual 
National certificate. Then when 
they were Seniors they won the 
Guild High School Diploma in Pi- 
ano and the Paderewski Memorial 
Gold Medal the tenth year of suc- 
cessful entry. Three and four 
years later they were awarded the 
Guild Collegiate Diploma, followed 
by the Guild’s Artist Diploma. 
Their record deserves highest 
praise, since they are the first 
three out of 500,000 entrants to 
— this long-range goal, it was 
said. .
